sq uare a t tl a base, 65 feet hig h and 
is built of red g ranite, the immense 
blocks of which wore q uarried from 
the Rocky m ountain peaks surround­ 
ing it. 
T here are two 
medallions, 
each ten feet sq uare, of Oakes a nl 
Oliver Ames, respectively, placed on 


of the purpose for which it was built.
